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INTRODUCTION 


The collection of Arabic MSS described in the fol- 
lowing pages is part of the library of the well-known 
orientalist René Basset 1). This collection was bought by 
Brill Booksellers Ltd, Leyden, in 1958. Recently it was 
acquired by the Leyden University Library. 

Though small in number, the collection reflects faith- 
fully the many-sided interest of the man who once 
brought them together: the accent lies on the history of 
North Africa, represented here with no less than 22 MSS 
numbers. Among these there are 4 copies of the k. Futih 
Ifrigiyya by pseudo-WaAgidi, not yet edited critically 
(nrrs. 1-4); an incomplete copy of the Ibadi 
chronicle by Abi Zakariyya’ al-Wargalani (nr. 5); a 
copy of the Raud al-qirtas by Ibn Abi Zar‘, to which 
are added Basset’s unpublished notes for a critical edition 
and translation of this text (nr. 6); various texts on the 
history of North Africa (nrrs. 7-22), among which 
figure several texts on tribal genealogy (nrrs. 12-18). 

Much smaller is the number of MSS containing other 
historical works (nrrs. 23-28). Among these special men- 
tion should be made of an unidentified text on the history 
of the Abbasides, which ends with the description of the 


caliphate of Ga‘far al-Mugtadir ibn al-Mu‘tadid (nr. 
23). Perhaps those scholars who are specialists in Abba- 
side history will be able to detect the author of this in- 
teresting and unpublished work. 

There are 8 MSS containing poetry, among which 
4 with the diwans of the Six Poets in the recension of 
al-Asmai (nrs. 29-32), two of which 2 also contain 
as-Santamari’s comments, known as ‘Sarh al-A‘lam’. A 
MS of special interest is nr. 36, containing a collection 
of poems by various Hafsid rulers and officials. The 
collector of these poems remains to be identified. 

Among the MSS on law, one finds a fragment on vel- 
lum from the Kitab al-emudawwana by Ibn al-Qasim 
al-‘Utaqi (nr. 38) and various other fragments, all from 
maliki fighbooks (nrrs. 39-44). 

Among the varia the reader's attention is drawn here 
especially to nr. 55, containing Collectanea of René Bas-

set. Here one finds his study-notes, his transscripts of 
Arabic MSS, his photographs, proof-sheets etc. etc. 


The system of cataloguing is self-evident. The reader 
may be reminded however, that square brackets around 
the titles or author-names mean that these are not given 
in the MS itself but are based on identifications by the 
compiler 2). 


I. HISTORY 
North-Africa

As the texts of the k. Futith Ifriqiyya-MSS differ con- 
siderably, here as well as in the description of the 
following two MSS, the first lines of the paragraph on 
the conquest of Qusantina are given to enable the reader 
to compare these lines with eventual other MSS of the 
same text of which does not exist a critical edition; 
Sezgin remarks moreover, loc. cit.: ‘Doch muss die Echt- 
heit aller erhaltenen Handschriften von al-WaAqidi iiber 
futah noch griindlich untersucht werden’). fol. 58b:

The contents of this MS correspond with the French 
translation of E. Masqueray, Chronique d’Abou Zaka~- 
riyya, Alger 1878, from page 95 and onwards.

René Basset has been preparing a crtical edition of the 
Raud al-girtas based on various manuscripts. This edi- 
tion, which has remained unpublished, was completed by 
Basset in 1903. He also started translating the Raud into 
French, and providing his edition with learned comments. 
Part of the edition (about 70 percent, the rest seems to 
be lost), the translation (which stops in a report on 
events in the year 721/1321) and his learned comments 
are preserved under this same number.

After the present writer finished the description of the 
collection of 55 Arabic manuscripts from the library of 
René Basset (1855-1924), published in BiOr XXXI 
(1974), another 15 items from the same library were 
found in Brill’s storehouse. These 15 manuscripts are now 
in the Leyden University Library, where they are num- 
bered Cod. Or. 14.056-14.067 and Cod. Or. 14.086- 
14.088. The following checklist must be considered as 
tentative, but may, for the time being, give some usuful 
basic information.
